Arter fifty years of ‘‘ marking time ”—and 
sometimes taking steps backward—a bill looking 
toward international copyright has for the first 
time come toa vote in the Congress of the United 
States, and that vote has been successful. It is 
acurious fact that neither Senate nor House has 
ever before passed upon an international copy- 
right measure, nothing ever having gone beyond 
the stage of report. All the more honor, there- 
fore, to Senator Jonathan Chace, of Rhode Isl- 
and, whose cordial interest in this cause and 
persistent devotion to the parliamentary progress 
of the bill have done so much to accomplish the 
irst step toward righting a great wrong.

“The International Copyright: Bill passed the 
Senate yesterday by a vote of nearly four to one, 
thirty-five Senators voting for it, of whom eleven 
were Democrats, and ten Senators only voting 
against it, all of whom were Democrats.

A CORRESPONDENT of the Evening Post, writ- 
ing from Ann Arbor, Michigan, points out how 
onerous is the burden on writers, of the postal 
rates for manuscript, which although nominally 
the same as that for letters, two cents per ounce, 
is practically double the letter rate because mat- 
ter for publication is written on one side only of 
the leaf. A pound of manuscript requires 32 
cents postage, and if the writer is to enclose 
stamps for return, the cost is 64 cents, while on 
articles intended for foreign publication the bur- 
den is still greater. The correspondent adds : 
“ There is no reason why a package of silk should 
be carried in the mail-bags for one cent per ounce, 
while a package of written literary matter must 
pay double that postage. Nor is there any good 
reason for the distinction between an article in 
manuscript and the same article in print; yet 
the postage on the former is four times that of 
the latter.” His suggestion of remedy is an 
amendment making the rate on all written mat- 
ter half a cent per ounce on any weight in cases 
of two ounces, letters being for the most part 
He 
thinks that a considerable benefit would thus be 
gained without injustice. 





THE difficulty in postal matters is that any 
ratings but the simplest lose more than they 
gain to the public at large as well as to the 
department. We have more than once pointed 
out the importance of simplifying the existing 
rates, and all real postal progress is to be made in 
that direction. The original theory of the postal 
laws was that letters, which had to be individually 
handled and cared for, caused the bulk of the work 
and made the bulk of the revenue, and especially 
in the early days of this country, when newspapers 
were in their infancy, it was felt to be important 
to encourage these by making the rates as low as 
possible, indeed free within the county. The: 
postage on letters has been reduced in even 
greater proportion than that on newspapers, yet 
the ratio is still kept up. As a matter of fact, 
however, where newspapers are individually de- 
livered, they are of scarcely less trouble than 
letters. All of which means that our existing 
postal rates, and indeed any system of postal 
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rates, can be attacked from many sides with 
much show of justice. Atthe same time, it would 
be impossible to give up the present letter rates 
without reducing the revenues of the department 
very seriously, while to put into operation the 
particular modification which the correspondent 
suggests would entail complication, which of all 
things is to be avoided. 
vide a remedy of this kind, except by classing 
manuscript as printed matter, which would cer- 
tainly be difficult, or by making a general rate 
for all postal matter, which is not at present 
within the view of postal reformers.

THE SENATE. 


THE International Copyright Bill passed the 
Senate, Wednesday, May g, at 4 o'clock, much 
to the relief, says the Zimes report, “of Mr 
Chace, who has worked early and late for the 
success of the measure and has seen it pushed 
aside more than once for other bills of no greater 
or less importance. The Rhode Island Senator 
was perfectly confident that the bill would pass 
whenever the vote was reached, and he wasted 
no time in replying to criticisms made upon the 
measure to-day. When the bill was taken up

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
COPYRIGHT IN THE DICTIONARY OF CONGRESS 

Amon the bills recently introduced into Con- 
gress, says a special despatch to the 7ridune, by 
Mr. Cox, of New York, is one for the relief of 
Charles Lanman because of the infringement by 
Congress of his rights under the law of copyright. 
The leading point of the claim seems to be that 
after Congress had published three large editions 
of the ‘* Dictionary of Congress,” paying the au- 
thor a royalty of $1 per copy, the Printing Com- 
mittee proposed to purchase the copyright for 
&<o.000, and when the author refused the offer 
it was decided to utilize the plan as well as the 
language and facts of the dictionary for the Con- 
gressional Directory, which has now been done 
for twenty years. The pending bill is for the 
payment of $60,000. 

SELLING ENGLISH BOOKS IN AMERICA. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘* It is understood 
that if the American copyright bill should be- 
come a law our publishers will send to America 
the manuscripts of well-known authors whose 
books are certain to command a sale on both sides 
of the Atlantic, and will receive back the stereo 
moulds. In this way the loss to the English 
printing business will be minimized. Of course 
books by unknown writers which attain unexpect- 
ed popularity will have to be printed twice.” 


FRENCH AUTHORSONAMERI@ANCOPYRIGHTS., 


On the question of international copyright 
Emile Augier says: ‘‘ When America, in buying 
French plays, lays down as a condition that the 
author shall only print his plays two or three 
years afterward, that country at the same time 
recognizes our rights and transgresses them. 
Such inconsistency is a mar to the logical charac- 
‘er and uprightness of a great nation.’’ Alexan- 
der Dumas declares that he ‘confidently looks 
‘orward to a day when the sense of justice of the 
American people will in the end triumph over 
the interests of a handful of piratical publish- 
trs. Jules Claretie says that ‘‘a literary work 
should enjoy throughout the world the same 
rights that it is sure to find in the country where 
it Was written ;”’ and M. Zola rids himself of this 
outburst: “I have no overweening tenderness 
lor the Americans, who not only translate my 
Works in an ignoble manner, but rob me with 
“ownright impudence.” 


COPYRIGHT IN JAPAN.

death. If an author dies without known heirs, 
any person desiring to publish his book may ad- 
vertise his désire and may proceed to publish at 
the end of six months’ notice, provided no claim- 
ants appear. 

To register copyright, notice of the name, 
with three copies of the work, must be sent 
to the Department of State ten days previous 
to publication, and before publication a sum 
of money corresponding to the value of six fin- 
ished copies of the work must be transmitted. The 
words “copyright secured” must be printed on 
each copy, orthe registration is void. 

Of collected reports of lectures or speeches, 
the speaker is regarded as the author, and the 
copyright shall belong to him, save that if the 
reporter has published with the speaker’s con- 
sent, the copyright shall belong to the reporter. 
A speaker cannot be held responsible for reports 
published without his consent. Of compilations, 
the compiler, and of translations, the translator 
is regarded as the author, and the copyright be- 
longs to him. 

The Minister of State may prohibit or seize 
works prejudicial to the public peace or detri- 
mental to morals. 

Only those actually engaged in the sale of 
works of literature or art, or an author or his 
heir, shall be recognized as publishers. In print- 
ing, an author must print on his work his name 
and the date of printing, and if for publication, 
the name and address of the publisher. 

A publisher who neglects to print these partic- 
ulars is subject to a fine of from $25 to $50, 
and fraudulent particulars subject the offender to 
imprisonment for from one to six months or to 
a fine of $5 to $100. 

Those counterfeiting a literary work, or selling 
manuscript copies thereof, are liable for dam- 
ages to the copyright-holder, and any person 
infringing or imitating, or importing and selling 
foreign counterfeits, shall be treated asa counter- 
feiter, and those knowingly dealing in counter- 
feits shall be liable, on suit of the injured party, 
to imprisonment of from one month to a year, 
or to fine of $20 to $300. 

It is understood that Japan purposes to be- 
come a party to the International Copyright 
Union.
